TWO town centres in the 
borough are to get cash awards 
to help breathe new life into 
the community and boost local 
business. 

The money is coming from the 
London Mayor’s £9 million High Street 
Fund, designed to improve shopping 
centres and make them more appealing 
for both locals and visitors alike. 

The cash has been made available 
to local councils and other groups 
who can show that their plans will 
transform local high streets. 

Four bids were made to the High 
Street Fund to help regenerate 
Eltham, New Eltham, Abbey Wood and 
Plumstead with support from the royal 
borough. 

Now Abbey Wood is to receive 
£150,000 to improve public spaces and 
buildings along Wilton Road, next to 
Abbey Wood station, and support local 
businesses by revitalising the High 
Street ready for the arrival of Crossrail 
and the extra housing planned. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport, said: “Local businesses 
are vital to the economy. We already 
support initiatives such as Small 
Business Saturday to help encourage 
visitors to our local high streets.

More council services online 


THANKS to new technology, residents 
can now access even more services 
on the council's website. The 
improvements are the latest in a range 
of developments which introduce new 
ways to apply, report and pay online for 
council services. 

Applying or paying for services via 
the web will now be quick and easy for 
residents, who will have 24 hour access. 
It enables the council to deliver services 
more efficiently, freeing up customer 
services for those residents who need 
more assistance or have more complex 
needs. 

Reporting road and street faults 
online is now easier with residents 
now able to fill in a simplified form and 
pinpoint the location on a map or send 
a photo to report common problems. 
There is also an option to report street 
problems using smartphones and 
tablets via the location settings or by 
typing in a postcode. The new form also 
collects more information to help the 


highways team locate and resolve the 
problem more efficiently. 

Additionally, residents can now renew 
and pay for their parking permits in 
one complete transaction online. Until 
now, residents were required to apply 
by post or telephone, or visit a council 
service centre.

This demonstrates how we can secure 
much-needed funding by working in 
partnership with local traders and 
community organisations.” 

Teresa Pearce, MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead, said: “This is great 
news. This funding is a vital step in the 
regeneration of Wilton Road. It will be used 
to improve shop and building frontages, 


and to support existing traders.” 

New Eltham has also been awarded 
£15,500 by the London Mayor after a 
bid from the Community Association 
of New Eltham (CANE) and the New 
Eltham Residents’ Association which was 
supported by the council. 

A New Eltham Business Association 
to support traders will now have funds 
to get going, and there are plans for 
a new community festival and better 


street signs. 

John Killick, secretary of CANE, said: 
“We intend to put a second bench in New 
Eltham shopping area and put planters 
around the 12 cherry trees growing on 
pavement, which can be planted with 
bedding plants to improve the ambience 
of the area. 

“We are also hoping to have a fete, 
hopefully in July, to put New Eltham on 
the map for local people.”
